Rep. from ** to ** until work measures 141/2 ins. 
(37 cm) from commencement, working last row on 
wrong side. *** 

Keeping continuity of patt., shape raglan armholes 
as follows—

Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 50 [B 56] [C 62] [D 68] 
stitches. 

Work as given for Back to ***. 

Keeping continuity of patt., shape raglan armhole 
and front slope as follows— 

1st row —Cast off 3 sts., patt. to end. 


2nd row —Patt. to last 3 sts., P.3. 

3rd row— K.2, slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o., patt. to last 2 sts., 
slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o. 

A, B and C only—4th row —As 2nd row. 

5th row —K.3, patt. to end. 

6th row— Patt. to last 4 sts., P.2 tog.t.b.l., P.2. 

7th row —As 5th row. 8th row —As 4th row. 

Rep. rows 3 to 8 incl. 8 [B 5] [C 2] times. 

All Sizes —Dec. (as before) at armhole edge in next 
row and every alt. row 12 [B 23] [C 34] [D 44] times, 
whilst at same time dec. at front edge in every 6th 
row from previous dec. 2 [B 7] [C 12] [D 14] times, 
A, B and D only —then in every following 8th [B 8th] 
[D 4th] row twice [B once] [D once]. (3 sts.) 

Next row—P.3. 

Next row —K.1, slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o. 

Next row —P.2, turn, K.2 tog. Fasten off.

RIGHT FRONT. 

Work to correspond with Left Front, working “K 2 tog.” 
in place of “slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o.” and “P.2 tog.” in 
place of “P.2 tog.t.b.l.”

Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 50 [B 50] [C 56] [D 56] 
stitches. 

1st row (wrong side)—Knit. 

Rep. 1st row 20 times. 

Work in patt. as given from ** to ** for Back, inc. 
at each end of 5th row and every following 10th 
[B 8th] [C 8th] [D 6th] row until there are 76 [B 82] 
[C 88] [D 94] sts. 

Continue in patt. until side edge measures 17 ins. 
(43 cm) (or length desired) from commencement, 
working last row on wrong side. 

Shape raglan as follows— 

1st and 2nd rows —Cast off 3 sts., work to end. 
Work as given from **** to **** for Back, noting 
that all sizes will be worked as given for Sizes A, 
B and C. 


Rep. rows 3 to 8 incl. until 28 [B 38] [C 48] [D 58] sts. 
remain. 

Work 1 row. 

Rep. 3rd and 4th rows until 8 sts. remain. 

Work 1 row. Cast off. 

FRONT BAND. 

Using back-stitch, sew sleeves to fronts and back, 
noting that tops of sleeves form part of neckline. 
Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 8 stitches. 

1st row (wrong side)—Knit. 

Rep. 1st row 4 times. 

6th row —K.3, cast off 2 sts., K.3. 

7th row —K.3, cast on 2 sts., K.3. 

Knit 30 rows. 

Rep. last 32 rows 6 times. (7 buttonholes.) 

Continue until band is length required (slightly 
stretched) to fit along fronts and around neck. Cast off. 

MAKE UP. 

DO NOT PRESS. Using back-stitch, sew up side and 
sleeve seams and sew front band in position, placing 
buttonholes on right front. Sew on buttons.

3rd and 4th rows —Knit. 

5th row —P.3, *. K.2, P.4, rep. from * to last 5 sts., 
K.2, P.3. 

6th row— K.3, * P.2, K.4, rep. from * to last 5 sts., 
P.2, K.3. 

7th and 8th rows —Knit. 

Rows 1 to 8 incl. form patt. 

Continue in patt. until work measures 15 ins. (38 cm) 
from commencement, working last row on wrong side. 

Keeping continuity of patt., shape raglan armholes as 
follows— 

1st and 2nd rows —Cast off 3 sts., patt. to end. 

A and B only —Dec. at each end of next row and 
every following 4th row 3 [B 2] times. (84 [B 92] sts.) 
Work 1 row. 


Polo-necked raglan sleeved jumper. All-over broken rib. Polo collar has buttoned 
opening. Open tor normal style collar. Buttoned for polo effect Bands in K.2, P.2.

[E and F only—Rep. last 4 rows [E 2] [F 3] times. 
(98 sts.)] **

alt. row until 28 [B 30] [C 30] [D 32] [E 32] [F 34] sts. 
remain. 

Work 1 row. 

Slip remaining sts. on to a stitch holder and leave. 

FRONT—Work as given for Back to **. 

Dec. at each end of next and every alt. row until 54 
[B 56] [C 58] [D 60] [E 62] [F 64] sts. remain. 
Work 1 row. 

Shape neck as follows— 

1st row—Work 2 tog., patt. 20 [B 20] [C 22] [D 22] 
[E 24] [F 24], turn. 

Dec. at each end of every alt. row 5 [B 5] [C 6] [D 6] 
[E 7] [F 7] times. (11 sts.) 


Dec. at armhole edge in every alt. row 7 times, whilst 
at same time dec. at neck edge in every 4th row 
twice. (2 sts.) 

Next row—Work 2, turn, work 2 tog. Fasten off. 
Slip next 10 [B 12] [C 10] [D 12] [E 10] [F 12] sts. 
on to a stitch holder and leave. 

Join yarn to remaining sts. and work to correspond 
with other side. 

SLEEVES. 

Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 50 stitches. 

Work 24 rows in rib as for Back, omitting incs. 
Using No. 9 Needles, work In patt. as given for Back, 
inc. at each end of 5th row and every 8th [B 8th] 
[C 6th] [D 6th] [E 4th] [F 4th] row until there are 64 
[B 78] [C 70] [D 80] [E 60] [F 72] sts., A, C, D, E and F 
only—then in every following 10th [C 8th] [D 8th] 
[E 6th] [F 6th] row until there are 74 [C 82] [D 84] 
[E 88] [F 92] sts.

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows once, then 1st row once. 

6th row —K.2, y.fwd., K.2 tog. (buttonhole), rib to end. 
Work 9 rows. 

Rep. last 10 rows once, then using set of No. 9 
Needles rep. last 10 rows twice, then 6th row once. 
Work 3 rows. Cast off in rib. 

MAKE UP. 

DO NOT PRESS. Using back-stitch, sew up side and 
sleeve seams. Sew underlap in position. Sew on buttons.

Patt. 63 [B 63] [C 65] [D 65] [E 65] [F 65] rows. 
Shape shoulders as follows— 

Cast off 8 [B 8] [C 8] [D 9] [E 9] [F 9] sts. at beg. of 
next 4 rows, then 7 [B 8] [C 8] [D 8] [E 8] [F 9] sts. 
sts. at beg. of following 2 rows. Cast off. 

FRONT —Work as given for Back to **. 

Patt. 29 [B 27] [C 29] [D 29] [E 27] [F 27] rows. 
Shape neck as follows— 

1st row— Work 31 [B 32] [C 33] [D 35] [E 36] [F 37], 
cast off 10 sts., work to end. 

Continue on last 31 [B 32] [C 33] [D 35] [E 36] [F 37] 
sts., dec. at neck edge in every alt. row 4 [B 4] 
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Beautifully textured jumper with dominating collar interest Garter stitch bands , set in sleeves. 
Shaped waistline. Contrasting rows of plain smooth fabric and purl fabric provide the texture.

Using No. 9 Needles and M., cast on 49 [B 49] [C 51] 
[D 51] [E 53] [F 53] stitches. 

1st row—Knit. 2nd row—Purl. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows 13 times. 

29th row—K.2, “Inc.”, knit to last 2 sts., “Inc.”, K.2. 
Inc. (as before) in every 8 th [B 6 th] [C 6 th] [D 6 th] 
[E 6 th] [F 4th] row until there are 69 [B 55] [C 63] 
[D 79] [E 81] [F 73] sts., [B, C and F only—then 
in every following [B 8 th] [C 8 th] [F 6 th] row until 
there are [B 71] [C 75] [F 85] sts.] 

Continue until side edge measures I 6 V 2 ins. (42 cm) 
(or Vz inch (1.5 cm) less than length desired) from 
commencement, finishing with a purl row. 

Shape top as follows— 

Cast off 3 [B 3] [C 3] [D 4] [E 4] [F 4] sts. at beg. of 
next 2 rows. 

Dec. at each end of next and every alt. row until 23

Using No. 9 Needles and M., cast on 18 stitches. 

1st row—Knit. 2nd row—Purl. 

Rep. 1 st and 2nd rows 10 times. Cast off. 

MAKE UP. 

DO NOT PRESS. Using back-stitch, sew up side and 
sleeve seams and shoulder seams leaving revers free. 
Sew in sleeves, matching seams. With right side 
facing, commencing at left side seam, and using 
3.50 (No. 9) Hook and M., work 1 row d.c. evenly 
around all outside edges, sl.st. in first d.c., turn.

SLEEVE EDGES. 

Work 1 row M., then 3 rows C. in d.c. evenly around 
lower edges of sleeves, joining with a “sl.st., turn” 
at end of each row. 

SLEEVE TABS (Make two). 

Using 3.50 (No. 9) Hook and C., make 11 chain. 

1st row—Miss 1 ch., 1 d.c. in each ch. to end. (10 d.c.) 
2 nd row —1 ch., 1 d.c. in each d.c. to end. 

Rep. 2nd row 3 times. Fasten off. 

Slip-stitch tabs in position and sew 2 buttons on 
each tab. Sew buttons on front band. Slip-stitch 
pockets in position. 

SKIRT. 

BACK. 

Using No. 9 Needles and M., cast on 73 [B 79] [C 85] 
[D 90] [E 96] [F 102] stitches. 

1st row—Knit. 2nd row—Purl. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows once. 

5th row—K.24 [B K.26] [C K.28] [D K.30] [E K.32] 
[F K.34], “Inc.”, knit to last 24 [B 26] [C 28] [D 30] 
[E 32] [F 34] sts., “Inc.”, knit to end. 

Rep. last 4 rows until skirt measures 21 [B 21 Vz\ 
[C 22] [D 22 V 2 ] [E 23] [F 23] ins. (53 [B 55] [C 56] 
[D 57] [E 58] [F 58] cm) (or 1 inch (2.5 cm) less than 
length desired). Cast off. 

FRONT—Work as given for Back. 

MAKE UP. 

DO NOT PRESS. Using back-stitch, sew up side 
seams, leaving a 5 V 2 -inch (14 cm) opening at top of 
left side seam. 

Using 3.50 (No. 9) Hook and M., work 1 row d.c. 
around lower edge, then 4 rows C., ending each row 
“sl.st. in 1 ch. at beg. of row, turn”. 

Using 3.50 (No. 9) Hook and working over elastic, 
work 1 row d.c. in M. around waist, then 4 rows C. 
Sew in zip. 


WASHING YOUR HAND-KNITTED GARMENTS 


BEFORE WASHING—Make any needed repairs. Re¬ 
move any unwashable buttons or trimmings, close 
zips. 

WASHING—Washing powders approved by the Aus¬ 
tralian Wool Board should be used for washing hand- 
knitted garments. Powders should be fully dissolved 
before immersing garment. Squeeze the garment 
gently in the suds; do not rub. 

A heavy soil mark can be treated before washing the 
whole garment by damping the area and pressing in 
some powder with your fingers. 


RINSING—Rinse garment thoroughly in warm (not 
cold) water, until the water is dear. Support your gar¬ 
ment with both hands whenever you lift it to prevent 
stretching. 

DRYING—After the last rinse, spin dry the garment 
or squeeze it between towels to remove excess water. 
Dry naturally on a flat surface out of direct sunlight. 

Never hang a hand-knitted garment. 

PRESSING—Never press synthetics. Wool garments 
should be pressed with a warm iron and a slightly 
damp cloth. 
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Variations in specified yam quantities for garments. 

Knitters occasionally comment that the quantity of yarn recommended for a garment varies 
from the amount they actually use. One major reason for this is that no two people knit 
or crochet in exactly the same way. 

When we specify a quantity of yarn for a particular garment, we are stating a figure that is 
the end result of having each individual design made by as many as six different knitters. 
The average quantity determined by this check knitting is regarded as the most satisfactory 
figure for that particular garment, knitted at the correct tension* to the measurements 
specified and in the actual yarn recommended. Naturally, if you decide to change the body 
or sleeve length you must allow for an adjustment to the quantity of yarn. 

* Correct tension — see tension instructions illustrated in this book. 


SOME IMPORTANT HINTS 


IMPORTANT — DYE LOTS! 

Always buy enough of the same dye lot at the one time 

for a complete garment, as a variation between dye 
lots can occur. 

Retain ball bands until the garment is completely 
knitted, and, in the event of an enquiry concerning the 
purchase, submit all ball bands. 


SUCCESSFUL RESULTS DEPEND ON 
CORRECT TENSION! 

To knit garments you’ll be proud of, always make a 
Tension Test. Correct tension brings out a further 
benefit of Patons exclusive Patonising process. You’ll 
find your knitteds have maximum resistance to pilling 
as well as shrinkage. So you’re sure of knitteds 
looking fresh and new through wash after wash. 
Tension Test: Before you start knitting take the yarn 
and needles specified in the instructions, cast on 20 
stitches, work 20 rows in plain smooth fabric. Lightly 
press work. Check the tension by placing an inch tape 
across the stitches. Count the exact number of 
stitches to 2 ins. (5 cm) and compare with the tension 
given in the instructions. If your tension is too loose, 
try a size finer needle. If it’s too tight, try a size larger 
needle. If more than one size of needle is recom¬ 
mended in the knitting instructions, and you have 
altered your needles to correct the tension, corres¬ 
ponding alterations must be made to needles through¬ 
out the instructions.
